Either is fatal A majority of tbe voters 
of tbe country will never return to Me- 
Kinleyism. Due dose was euongh for a 
generation. To submit without protest 
to tbe present law will be taken as ap- 
proval 


On tbe Democratic side there is gen- 


eral agreement that the present act is 
not a finality; that ultimately tbe full 
pledge must be redeemed, and that tbe 
praaeut law justifies the claims made for 
the policy of a revenue tariff. No single 
prediction of our opponents made during 
it* poBdeacy or after its passage has been 
verified. On tbe contrary, every one of 
them has been falsified. Industries that 
were to be palsied are vigorous, wages 
th»t were to be reduced are rising, aad 
labor that was to go idle is employed. 


Tho eutacia uf high aud iow tariffs on 


industry are ahowii by a comparison of 
the recovery of trade from depression.

We are rivaling now tbe spaed of 
that recovery. Fortified with this situa- 
tion, Democrats can point to the bene- 
ficial effects on industry of the reduction 
made by the senate bill,, and confidently 
ask their fellow voters if the result does 
not vindicate the wisdom of the policy 
and warrant further steps toward a full 
redemption of tbe pledges made. 


On tho two leading questions, then, 


that will be before the voters for.deci- 
sion next year, tbe currency and tbe 
tariff, the position of the Dewocrntjt to- 
day is far the stronger and is growing 
better. It will be next year largely a 
matter of confidence on the part of the 
voters. Which of these two parties has 
shown itself the most trustworthy? The 
great, controlling business interest of the 
country cares leas for parties than for se- 
curity. The currency is with it the 
prime factor. On the one band it sees a 
party that frankly avows its want of a 
policy, and. on the other, on* that pre- 
sents one that commands its approval 
Tbe floating, impressionable vote will 
reason more logically then than it did 
in 1894. It aided in the overthrow of 
the Democrats because it held them re- 
sponsible for its minfortnnea. It will 
now more accurately attribute tho im- 
proved conditions to their legislation, 
This is the situation today, aud each

DO FISHES TALK? 


Is T*Bttn>*ajr FT**B a Ma* Wb*

We have beard of tbe language of 


monkeys, and of the language "t b*>««. 
aud of tbe language of crows, and even 
of ants, but it will be a new idea to 
mart people, probably, that fishes have 
a language of their own. An English 


>au, Mr. Basil Field, has been 


making some investigations that lead 
him to suppose that fishes have some 
way of oeromvnicatiug a notion of their 
experiences to other fishes. 


Mr. Field carried on his experiment* 


in the fishponds of Mr. Andrew, at 
Gnilf ord, England. Those ponds are full 
of trout, which, at the time when Mr. 
Field first visited them, were so Imlti 
accustomed to being troubled that wheu 


Utrcw a baited hook iato the vat^r 


all thejrout iu sight—a great number 
•—rushed eagerly upon it 
He caught 


one, and removing it from tbe hook, 
threw it back into tbe pond. 


Then he put in a freshly baited hook, 


and only two or three trout came after 
it 
One of these be caught and threw 


back into the water. Again he resumed 
his fishing with a newly baited hook, 
and this time, although tbe pond watt 
swarming with fish, it was only after a 
long time that be lured another trout to 
his bait And after a little further 
time it was entirely impossible to catch 
a trout in this pond. 


However, by expei.aienting in anoth- 


er ponu equally weii mucked and nut 
throwing back any fish Mr. Field found 
that he could catch trout as long as he 
obese. The fish did not seem to under- 
stand that the removal of one of their 
number by this atrauge means meout 
danger to them, but came continually 
to the bait 


If, Mr. Field reasons, it is only when 


the captured fish, released, goes back 
and mingles with his fellows that the 
danger is learned, and then is learned 
instantly, it most follow that tiw re- 
leased fish has some means .of making 
tbe others understand the perils of tbe 
hook This, whatever it is, may be 
called a "language. "—Fortnightly Re- 
view.

Korean girls, according to Mr. H. S. 


Saunderson, after enjoying freedom till 
they are 8 years old, are consigned to 
the women's quarters, where they live 
in seclusion till they are married at 16 
or 17 years. After marriage the woman 
is allowed to see uo man but her bus- 
baud. The boys, on the other hand, are 
taught that it is undignified for them to 
enter tho women's part of tbe house. 
They never see their brides till the wed- 
ding day, all having been arranged for 
thein, often wbea both bride and groom 
are infants. 


Tbe marriage ceremony is very sim- 


ple, Tbe brido and bridegroom invit* 
their most intimate friends to assist 
them in dressing their hair in the man- 
ner befitting their new estate. Then the 
bridegroom mounts a white pony, which 
is led by two servants, while two others 
on either aid* nipport the rider in his 
saddle Thus he proceeds to the bride's 
bouse, accompanied by his relatives. At 
their destination they find a pavilion 
erected in the courtyard of tbe house, in 
which the bride aud her relatives are 
awaiting their arrival A <rnn>» (*KA 
Korean symbol of fidelity),"which the 
bridegroom brings with him, is then 
produced. 


The bride, who has to cover her face 


With her long sleeves, and the bride- 
groom then bow to each other until 
their heads almost touch tbe ground. 
This they do three or four times and are 
(hen wan and wife. A loving cup is 
pawed round, and then the bride u 
taken off to foe women's apartments oi 
her husbaud'shome, where she is look* 
after by her mother and mother-in-law, 
while tbe groom entertains bis friends. 
The husband must maintain his wife 
properly and treat her with respect 
Marriage ia lh« ($i«ut event in a Ko- 
rean's, life," for he then attains man's 
estate. Before marriage, no matter how 
pld be may be, he is treated as a boy, 
and has to maintain a deferential attj- 
tnde toward tbe married nieii, even

AU night long, from the l« to IT 


Bnuaaire, a committee of tn* Ancients 
was in session, minutely perfecting their 
plans. Next morning at 7 the faithful 
majority, having been summoned ac- 
cording to form, convened as the conn 
oil. for th* doubtful members had ai- 
ttor n<* been mmnuwiM a* ail ne ha4 
received notice of a later hoar. As soon 
as a quorum was present. Comet, a well 
known butt for the wits, row aud de- 
nounced the terrible conspiracy which 
was menacing them. Regnier then 
moved that, according to articles 10S, 
108 and 104 of the conatitation. both 
branches of the legislature should meet 
next day at noon, and not before, in th* 
palace of St Cloud; that General Bona- 
parte should be intrusted with the exe- 
cution of their decree, and that to thai 
end he be appointed commander of the 
Paris garrison, of their own special 
guard aud of the National guard; that 
he therefore appear aud take the oath, 
aad that these resolutions be dnly com- 
municated to the directory, to the five 
hundred, and also to the pablio by 
printed proclamation. The motion was 
carried unanimously. 


During these proceedings all the gen- 


erals present in Paris except Jourdan 
and Angerean, who had not been invit- 
ed, but including tbe stanch republican 
Lefebre, commander of the garrison, had 
gathered in and before Bonaparte's 
house. They had been requested to ouuid 
in uniform in order to arrange for a re- 
view. It was noticed that Beraadotte, 
though present, was not iu uniform. He 
had so far yielded to the blandishments 
of his brother-in-law as to come, hut de- 
clared that he would obey only what 
was at that moment tbe chief authority 
in the state. Lefebre was in uniform, 
fcnfc having nw»t on the wsy bodiaa of 
troops moving without his orders, and 
not being initiated, he was naturally 
startled. But Bonaparte knew his man. 


"Would yon, a supporter of the re- 


public, leave it to perish in the bauds 
of these lawyers?" was his greeting. 
"See, here is tbe sword I carried at the 
Pyramids. I give it to yon as a mark of 
my esteem and confidence." 


"Let us throw the lawyers into the 


river," camu the expected answer. 


A few moments later arrived the au- 


thoritative summons from the Ancients. 
Bonaparte stepped out on the porch and 
read their proceedings aloud. By a unit- 
ed impulse the officers fiuuribiied tiuur 
swords in response. It was but an in- 
stant before they were mounted, and 
with Bouaiwrte in trout the cavalcade, 
headed by men either already famous or 
destined to become so— Mucdouald, Se- 
mrier, Murat, Launes, Atidreossy, Ber- 
tlner aud Lefebro—proceeded to the 
ooimcil chanilx>r. It needed but a hasty 
glance, as they passed through the city, 
to see that preconcerted orders had al- 
ready been carefully executed. Th* 
troops were nil under arms and at their 
stations iu commanding places through- 
out the town. Arrived at the Tuileries, 
the general and his glittering escort en- 
tered the chamber.

FIRST CHINESE WOMAN DOCTOR. 


The flnt Chiuew) woman doctor, 


graduate of an American medico! col- 
lege, to practice in China and the second 
woman of her race to take an occidental 
medical degree is now on her way acrow 
iha Pacific to her uativeland to inaugu- 
rate there a new era in women's work 
uuong women. She is Dr. Hu King 
Bog. a charming, modest little woman, 
characteristically Celestial in every way, 
despite her nine years' residence in the 
United State*. She has never discarded 
tier quaint, rich native dress and loves 
bar own kind best 
She received her 


doctor's degree in Philadelphia a year 
ago, haa spent the part 13 months in 
taking a postgraduate course and ut ob- 
taining actual experience in her profes- 
sion, aud a week ago she bailed from 
San Francisco to Fnchan, where she 
will take up her life work as physician 
and missionary at the Woman's hos- 
pital, an institution supported by the 
Woman's Foreign Missionary society. 


While she is pure blooded Chinese and 


proud of the fact, Dr. Hu King Eug was 
never a heathen, her family having 
been Christians for two generations. Her 
grandfather wat> one of the first natives 
converted in Fncbau aud her father 
one of the first Christian ministers or- 
dained in China. She hiw a brother in 
the Methodist ministry and a sister a 
teacher in a Methodist school m China. 


She came to America nine years ago 


when quite a young girl with the de- 
termination of becoming a physician be- 
cause slie believed that she could do far 
more effective work in Christianizing 
her people, which is her main purpose, 
as a physician aud missionary among 
the women of her race than as a mere 
teacher and preacher. She did not know 
more than a f*-w words of English, and 
her first steps on the way toward her 
ambition lay lu the acquisition of a 
thorough knowledge of that language, 
so she went firxt to a preparatory school 
at Delaware, O. 


There she spent four years, and then 


aauie to Philadelphia, and alter passing 


highly creditable examination was ad- 


mitted to the Woman's Medical college. 
She graduated 
from the college 14 


months ago, and then took the pot>tgrad- 
nate court* aud dispensing course at the 
Philadelphia polychuic. She made a 
special ttuily of diseases of the eye and 
ear, and was for some mouths an asMst- 
aut in that department of the polychuic. 
Finishing her court* a few weeks ago, 
she started for home in company with a 
missionary aud hib wife who were bound 
for Fuchan. 


Besides her work with the Woman's 


hospital she will try to build a regular 
practice as a physician among her coun- 
trywomen. She believes there is a great 
field for her among tlie higher class of 
Chinese women. There are some China 
women, she says, who would rather die 
than be attended by a man physician, 
while the doors of both rich and poor 
are wide ->pcu to women doctors. Three 
yean, ago she went home on a visit and 
niet With ft remarkable reception from 
the women of her native place. Sick 
women mmA to linr in grant ntiinhnrj) 
because they had heard bT>« could cure 
them of all their ills by nrt» bhe had 
learned in America, aud she expects to 
wield great influence among them a» a 
missionary now through her ubibty to 
aid thon» as a physician. The Wom- 
aa's hospital at Fuchan ig for women 
only. Its staff of physicians are all no* 
men, aud the nurses ure ull.native girl* 
who hope some day to become doctors, 
like the white women missionaries. Dr. 
fJug is the first £Q attain that distinction.

One other Chinese 
woman has graduated from an occiden- 
tal medical coftego—a Dr. £ing, who 
graduated fruw »U pastern college sev- 
eral years ago and M wow lw«| n| P»- 
waii. Dr. Hu King Eug will to tlw 
only Chinese physician with a western 
world degree in China.—Philadelphia 
frees.

Mrs, Gwuioa'i Injuries EesulUd- 


Th* Benains Taken te CleTeland. 


Mrs. George Gannon, who was so 
terribly burned by her clothing catch- 
log fire from a gasoline stove at her 
home, corner of High and Pierce 
streets, yesterday afternoon, died 
about 8 o'clock last evening from the 
effect* of tbe awful accident. 


Mr*. Gannon's body was terribly 


burned aad her throat was blis- 
tered and swollen m much that she 
could not swallow anything after 
the tad accident occurred. She call- 
ed for her h-soand from the time 
that she was taken into the bouse by 
her neighbor ladle* until be arrived 
from the Solar refinery and stood at 
her bedside an hour after tbe fatal 
accident occurred. 
Drs. Vail and Mattlaon were confi- 


dent that she could not recover and 
could do nothing but alleviate her 
sufferings until death came. 


The deceased was 22 years of age 


and waa married to Mr. Gannon but 
a few months ago. Her former home 
was In Cleveland, where her parent* 
now reside. A telephone message 
notified her relative* of the *ad 
event, and her parent* arrived from 
Gieyeland last night.

Take* Charge of the P., A. ft W. 


H. I. Brie* Xteete* FrMtd*t-H*ad- 


quarter* of th* Bo*4 will IM ia Lima 


The P. A. & W. Bailroad, which 


runs through the counties of Allen, 
Putnam, Hancock, Wyandot, Craw- 
ford, Richland, Huron, Loraln, Me- 
dina and Summit, with its present 
termini at Delphos and Akron, O., 
and which was purchased Aug. 10th 
by the Brice syndicate, will hereafter 
be known as tbe Northern Ohio, and 
tbe headquarters of tbe Northern 
Ohio Kailroad Co. will be in Lima. 


The articles of incorporation of 


tbe new company were filed with the 
Secretary of State, Wednesday, and 
represent a capital stock ot $4,230,- 
000. The incoporators are A. L. 
Conger, N. C. Stone, Fred E. Smith, 
JobnW. Hallaway, VY. P. Fulton 
and John C. Frank. 


The board of directors of tbe 


Northern Oblo Ballrjad company, 
which consists of Messrs. W. B. 
Richie, H. L. Brice, C. D. Crltes and 
3. S. Wheeler, of this city, and A. L. 
Conger, nf Akron, held a meeting in 
tbe office of H, L, Brtee late yester- 
day afternoon and organized by elect- 
ing the following officers: President, 
H. L. Brice, of Lima; vice-president, 
A. L. Conger, of Akron; secretary, 
W. B. Hsckedoon, of Indianapolis; 
treasurer, C. D. Crites, of Lima. 


When seen by a TIMBS-DEMOCBAT 


representative President Brice stated 
that, other than the election of offi- 
cers, very little was done at the meet- 
Ing last evening, aad when asked 
in reference to the removal of the old 
P., A. & W. shops, now at Delphos, 
he replied: "As yet that matter has 
not been considered to any extent, 
and at preaent we have nothing to 


will be held within a few days, at 
which all matters pertaining to the 
future management of tbe road will 
be considered." 
That tbe reorganization of the P., 


A. & W. road, with nearly all it* offi- 
cers and directors located here, will; 
benefit tbe city to no small extent is 
beyond question. 
Practically, the

fact that it will be an eastern outlet 
for it. 


A large portion of tbe rolling stock 


used oo the road will be from tbe L. 
E. & W.; consequently It is reasona- 
ble to suppose that tbe majority of 
the repair work will be done in tbe 
main shops in this city. This, of 
course, will increase the amount of 
labor to be employed. 


Tbe road will be placed in first- 


class condition, and before long tbe 
Northern Ohio will be recognized as 
a very important railroad.
